Sume pensants, sccing them 
stand motionless’ long alter the storm bad 
passed, and receiving no reaponse to ao 
pleasant ‘salulation, touched them on the 
shoulder, Tho bodics instantly crumbled to 
‘fine ashes; yeb.the moment before thera was 
no 6vidence that the lightning had touched 
-them. Cbeir clothing was pot torn, and 
their faces avore a hatural appearance, The 
following rémurkable circumstwuce was wit 
nessed: by Pastor Butler. On, the Q%th of 
July, 1691, ten harvesters took-refuge under 
a hedge on the approach of a thunder storm. 
The hghtning suck and killed four of them, 
who remained as if suddenly petrified, One 
ofthem was just putting a bit of. tobaceo in 
dig mouth, another was fondling a little dog 
on his knee with one band and teeding lim 
with ‘the other, DB.
